True, the Banner's bailout poses a clear journalistic conflict. If 
the paper makes a comeback, it'll have to convince readers that 
it’s neither favoring Menino thanks to his assistance nor hammer- 
ing him to prove its 
independence. This 
won't be an easy 
task. But the Gates 

ffair suggests it’s a 
challenge worth em- 
bracing: 

Consider the 
way Boston’s two 
dailies covered the 
story in question. 
The Globe provided a 
solid, balanced ac- 
count, giving ample 
space to both law 
enforcement’s and 
Gates’s versions. But 
the story in question 
was written by an 
Asian-American — 
and published 
by a paper where 
African-American 
employees are few 
: and far between. 
The Herald, meanwhile, relied almost exclusively on law enforce- 
ment’s account — neither Gates nor his attorney would talk to 
the tabloid — and highlighted the demagogic Al Sharpton’s plans 
to intercede on Gates’s behalf, thereby drawing attention away 
from Gates’s possible mistreatment. (Check out the paper’s on- 
line reader comments if you're unconvinced.) 

What's needed, obviously, is a publication that can size up the 
Gates controversy from an explicitly African-American point of 
view — by evocatively explaining what it might be like to be tar- 
geted by police for something as innocuous as entering your own home, 
say, or by connecting Gates's arrest to Cornel West's 2002 decamp- 
ment for Princeton. The Globe and others can broach these subjects 
too, of course — but not with the pathos of a black-owned, black- 
operated outfit like the Banner 

Gates’s legal woes may be over, but the broader conversation oc- 
casioned by his arrest is almost certainly just beginning. If Miller 
hurries up, the resurrected Banner could be part of the conversa- 
tion. Boston would benefit if it was.

CASH FOR AWESOME 


What if Eli and Edythe Broad, two seminal financial 
backers of MIT and Harvard, had gone batshit crazy back 
in the early ‘oos and decided to go in a different direction 
with their philanthropy? Instead of devoting their funds 
to studying genomics and curing cancer, what if they 
sunk their fortune into more absurd and quirky ideas 
like, say, an ambitious winter-knitting campaign de- 
signed to put sweaters on the backs of Ben Franklin, Paul 
Revere, and the rest of Boston's statues? 

Tim Hwang, a researcher at Harvard’s Berkman Cen- 
ter for Internet and Society, has a lot less money than the 
Broads, but on June 5 he nonetheless declared his inten- 
tion to spearhead a foundation along those lines. That 
day, he announced via his blog brosephstalin 
.com that he was looking for folks to help him create a 
monthly $1000 grant that would, quite simply, fund so- 
called awesome ideas. The money was to be doled out, 
no strings attached, to an individual who would also be 
given workspace for a month at the Cambridge technol- 
ogy co-op BetaHouse, where he or she could bring the 
“project, activity, or research” to fruition. 

A thousand dollars may not sound like much when 
you compare it with the money doled out by more tra- 
ditional foundations, but for one person it can go a long 
way. Besides, Hwang, whose project is officially called the 
Awesome Foundation for Arts and Sciences, intentionally 
designed his grant to be very different from the norm. 

“L had been involved in applying for a lot of larger 
grants,” he says. “Once you get into the process . . . it 
actually becomes hugely onerous and a lot of the grant 
structures are really not flexible at all. . . . We figured it’d 
be kind of neat if we could experiment with a model with 
absolutely no criteria.” 

In the wake of his June post, Hwang found 11 more 
local “microtrustees” to pitch into the fund each month, 
and on July 3 the foundation debuted its online submis- 
sion form. Since then, the site has garnered more than 
250 entries. 

“There's a guy who's really good at building bucky- 
balls,” says Hwang, who along with his co-trustees will 
pick the first grant recipient before the end of the month. 

His plan involved just rolling a 30-foot ball around, 
“in parks and on streets, stopping traffic and causing all 
sorts of trouble.” 

It isn’t the sort of activity Bill and Melinda Gates 
would fund. But that’s the point: the Awesome Foun- 
dation is not trying to fix the world. For them, a giant 
buckyball might do the trick.

In this nonfiction account of the Harvard origins of the 
social-networking phenomenon, the author boils down 
the essence of why Facebook — originally called the- 
facebook — was created and the root of its power: nerds 
obsessing over sex. this excerpt, undergrads Eduardo 
Saverin and Mark Zuckerberg begin to realize that Face- 
book is indeed their golden ticket.

The hyperactive growth of indus- 
trial capitalism and the burden of 
increasing human numbers constitute 
a planetary force comparable in disrup- 
tive power to the ice ages and asteroid 
collisions that have previously redirected 
Earth's history. 

Since the first Earth Day in 1970 and 
the 1972 global conference on the environ- 
ment in Stockholm, there has been grow- 
ing alarm about the ways human activity 
everywhere around the globe undermines 
the renewal powers that sustain local and 
regional ecosystems. 

More recently, however, scientists 
began reporting ominous developments 
heralding dangers of a whole new order. 

In the second half of the zoth cen- 
tury, the relentless expansion modern 
industrial civilization started to impinge 
on the invisible, global-scale cycles that 
make the Earth’s essential life sup- 
port. The human enterprise had become 
an agent of risky global change that now 
threatened to undermine fundamental 
parts the Earth’s metabolism. 

In the ultimate irony, however, 
human domination of the Earth has not 
brought with it the control of nature 
promised by the modern era’s guiding 
myth of progress. Nor has it brought 
“the end of nature” as the author of an 
early book on global warming lament- 
ed. Rather are already witnessing 
return center 
Stage as a critical player 
in human history. This 
development, more than 
any other, will shape the 
human future. The urgent 
question is, simply stated, 
whether in the face of 
these changes, the Earth 
will remain a place that 
can support complex, 
interconnected global civi- 
lization or, in the extreme, 
sustain human life. 

Over the past two 
decades, attention has 
focused on specific symp-

distress, aspects of a larger story. We 
need to press beyond the symptoms to 
discover what fundamen- 
tally ails us and to gain a 
clear-eyed view of where 
we now find ourselves. 
Humanity has “the 
obligation to endure.” 
Biologist Jean Rostand’s 
resonant phrase, famously 
quoted by Rachel Carson 
in Silent Spring, asks us to 
see ourselves in a lon- 
perspective than our 
own lives; it reminds 
us of our responsibility 
life’s compact across 
generations to those who 
preceded us and to those 
who will follow. It is time 
to confront our dilemma 
squarely and learn how 
and why we have arrived 
at this perilous juncture. 
We need to understand 
what are against 
are make wise decisions about 
how to proceed in a time of growing 
danger. 


In my work as a journalist, I spent 
more than quarter century the 
front lines of the crisis in nature, wit- 
nessing firsthand the destructiveness 
the modern human enterprise. I’ve 
served chronicler loss and mes- 
senger of warnings over the time that 
this crisis has escalated from the early 
concerns about dirty air and dirty water 
of that first Earth Day to the current 
global jeopardy of deteriorating and 
unstable planetary systems. As the situ- 
ation worsened, those trying to remedy 
the multiplying symptoms of stress 
have hurtled from one emergency to 
another, running faster and faster on an 
accelerating treadmill crisis. Treating 
symptoms has been akin to chasing 
brushfires. Finally there is no choice but 
to take on the pyrémaniac. 

Our dilemma is more than an “envi- 
ronmental crisis.” The modern era has 
been a radical cultural experiment. 
Without question, it has been spec- 
tacularly successful in the short run at 
producing wealth and comfort for more 
people than ever before. But this suc- 
cess entails a dangerous gamble. The 
global civilization that now dominates 


the world has departed fundamentally 
from practices that have helped ensure 
human survival in the longer run. 

If we are to come to grips with this 
planetary emergency, need under- 
stand the process that drives it. Most 
of all, we need to see how our current 
modes thinking fuel this emergency 
and at the same time increase our vul- 
nerability the consequences. The 
inherited assumptions bring the 
situation impair our assessment of the 
dangers. In this new historical land- 
scape, we not only continue to intensify 
the physical crisis through exponential 
growth. Perhaps more important, we 
also struggle to understand and resolve

America, barbecue, and then barbecue. For most us, barbecue means direct, high-heat grill- 
ing over a gas flame or charcoal, the method used in most back yards. To the growing cult of authentic-barbecue 
aficionados, only slow, indirect ccoking of meats using hardwood smoke at low temperatures (200 to 220 degrees 
Fahrenheit) the real deal.

CHRIS ELAM’S MISNOMER DANCE

ROCK. PAPER. FLOCK. Pretending make dance the spot. 


Chris Elam’s dancers don’t resemble 

the sleek prodigies currently vaulting 
across our stages. Not that they lack dance 
training, but they don’t have that groomed, 
purebred look. more like characters, 
individuals, who've arrived to dismantle 
their physical suppositions front 
audience, whatever the cost their vanity. 
Elam’s Misnomer Dance Theater performed 
three seriously zany works Thursday night 
under the title “Being Together,” in their 
third appearance for Concord Academy 
mer Stages Dance. 

The evening began with Too LateTulip, 
which two contrasting ideas about not look- 
ing elegant faced off and eventually came 
tentative agreement. Three women 
clingy shifts Jenny Campbell, Jennifer 
Harmer, and Coco Karol — started with the 
deportment of ballet dancers and proceeded 
to jut and twist and squiggle everything that 
should have been straight. 

To a slow klezmer tune, Val Loukianovets 
and Brynne Billingsley began a duet that 
evolved from suggestion waltz 
spine-sprung grapplings and head-to-head 
scramblings the floor. The three exotics 
or nymphs watched them with curiosity and 
disdain. Karol got Loukianovets’s attention 
for few minutes, but didn’t seem know 
what with her and she backed away. 
summoned Billingsley to return, standing on 
one foot and beating his own shoulder. She 
seemed reluctant forgive him. 

Elam doesn’t mind the audience has 
differing interpretations his work. this 
drama ended, reprise the initial song 
countryman who celebrates domestic 
life, the four women sat down row and 
Loukianovets gazed one after the other.

In Zipper, they often work in pairs, knot- 
ting together and then wandering off 
their own. The dance has commissioned 
score by Evan Zipporyn recorded by the Real 
Quiet ensemble. hear short phrases 
cello and piano, nothing like extended 
melody, and later soft thumps and clicks 
and clangs The dancers seem 
to be following this accompaniment with 
episodic phrases of their own. Like the mu- 
sic, the dance feels interrupted but consis- 
tent over long time. 

Halfway through, Elam enters wear- 
ing a fitted cutaway jacket made of some 
sleazy, greenish-grayish material with 
tuffles sticking out the cuffs and fake 
pockets, and wrinkled black neckerchief. 
Suddenly the dance takes Dickensian 
mysteriousness. 

On tiptoes and with stiff legs, people 
stalk one another, scurry in and out. The 
lifts and interlocking bodies get more com- 
plicated, more impossible. Women are car- 
upside down cantilevered horizontal 
the floor. Elam, his knees and appar- 
ently no-handed, hoists two women 
who lean out above him with outstretched 
arms. The weirder all this gets, the calmer 
and brainier the dancers look. 

dances don’t strike 
as stories, or even temporary relation- 
ships. They’re more like parables about 
the struggle reconcile the premeditated 
with the absurd.

“Contemporary Outlook: Seeing Songs”

For much ofits history, visual art has 
aimed spark just this sort ecstasy, but 
over the past century, Modernism moved 
away from this tradition broke art down 
to its atomic elements. Ascetic 1960s and ’70s 
Minimalism and Conceptualism marked the 
end the line; they were followed the 
ironic detachment Postmodern visual sam- 
pling. The contemporary works in “Seeing 
Songs” find artists looking to music as they 
wonder how reconnect that deep reser- 
voir feeling. 

It’s a fun show, drawn mostly from the 
MFA’s collection by the museum’s assistant 
curator of contemporary art, William Stover.

ferson Airplane. These photographs are more 
interesting for who they are than how they 
Ritts’s technique looks especially slight 
this company.

The Watertown 
photographer focuses the fans and the 
commerce surrounding Jackson, then at 
the peak his success after his 1982 album 
Thriller. The most memorable of the 10 photos 
here shows two boys in Jacksonville wearing 
matching sunglasses, studded wristbands, 
Jackson gloves, and T-shirts saying, “Michael- 
ized Jacksonville.” It’s their expressions, 
their postures: defiant, laid-back, cool. Other 
photos show a guy in a wheelchair wearing a 
Thriller hat and shirt, New Yorker wearing 
denim jacket custom-painted with a vision of 
Jackson, a banner advertising the tour hung 
on a New York skyscraper, someone open- 
ing a wallet to buy a knockoff Jackson glove.

When Rossi makes the Africa com- 
ments, she adds, “I’m not kidding!” 
—and she isn’t. You can hear driving 6/8 
African rhythms, Arabic-tinged percus- 
sion, and Middle Eastern minor modes 
all though Newpoli. its rich arrange- 
ments, the music is colored by violin, 
acoustic bass, accordion, modern acous- 
tic guitar, and variety hand percus- 
sion that includes castanets and tambou- 
Marsico and Rossi trade agile and 
earthy lead vocals, sometimes joined for 
spirited call-and-response from percus- 
sionist Fabio Pirozzolo. 

The songs themselves vary affect. 


There are several varieties regional tar- 
The opening “Pizzica” typical 
Puglia-style, kicking off with Arabic hand 
drums and then accordion and descend- 
ing guitar scale. The first vocal comes 

in, joined group-vocal responses, su- 
per-fast and frenetic, like one of female 

a cappella trio Charming Hostess’s Balkan 
breakdowns. “Li 'Ffigliole,” meanwhile, 
is a Renaissance dance, a 16th-century 
rustic villanella (not to be confused with 
the French poetic form), with some lovely 
three-way vocal polyphony on the refrain 
and perfectly articulated “early music” 
violin solo by Megumi Sasaki. The dirge- 
like minor-key “La Serpe Carolina” 

parody the 17th-century Bourbon 
queen, disguised Neapolitan dialect 
and a pretty 3/4 melody, its general tone 
and breaks for guitar and flute solos sug-

In just about every case, it’s the de- 
tails that make the difference ardent 
vocal delivery, rhythmic articulation, 
ensemble coloring. the dirge-like, 
minor-key “ ’E Spingule Francese,” Ken- 
dall Eddy’s bass sways under the percus- 
sion to nudge the march rhythm toward 
a slow dance, and Marenglen Skendo 
switches from concert flute his Japa- 
nese wood shakuhachi for just the right 
earth tones. Meanwhile, the humor and 
exuberance the vocals

Mama Corleone’s “Luna mezz’o mare,” 


from The Godfather. 

Marsico and Rossi have done their 
homework, they know the material, 
but they’re not slaves to stylistic correct- 
ness. (Both continue to play jazz, Mar- 
sico in a group she leads with Wennas.) 
“There are many influences this 
music anyway,” says Rossi. “We want 
keep modern, and international.” 


Another long-time musical scholar 

who has use for stylistic purity 
is Steven Bernstein, who brings his Mil- 
lennial Territory Orchestra George 
Wein’s Newport Jazz Festival on August 9. 
Bernstein is a charter member of the ’80s 
New York downtown scene that coalesced 
around the Knitting Factory, working in 
bands like John Lurie’s Lounge Lizards, 
and later the collaborative trio Spanish 
Fly and his quartet Sex Mob. Other projects 
have included working with everyone from 
Jim Thirwell of Foetus to director Robert 
Altman and the Band’s Levon Helm. 

The MTO are also nonet, and, their 
way, typical Bernstein. Their music zigzags 
from the pre-swing jazz the 1928 McKin- 
ney’s Cotton Pickers number “Paducah” to 
Fats Waller’s “Viper Song” to the Beatles’ 
“All You Need Is Love” and Prince’s “Dar- 
ling Nikki.” In the past, I’ve knocked some 
Bernstein’s more extreme burlesques 
just never got his band Sex Mob’s James- 
Bond-scores-as-avant-jazz), but the MTO 
capture him at his best. Like Newpoli, he’s 
informed but loose. “Cry Baby Cry” realizes

lament for baritone sax Erik Lawrence and 
melancholy ensemble harmonies. And 
Bernstein’s liner note for the title track 
last year’s We Are MTO (Mowo!) is apt: “Don 
Redman meets Funkadelic at Count Basie’s 
summer house.” 

Over the phone from New York, Ber- 
nstein tells that MTO developed out 
of his work on Altman’s 1996 Kansas City, 
where worked musical director un- 
der musical producer Hal Willner. Bern- 
stein listened to hours of period music for 
the film make sure the perfor- 
mances in the film were accurate. From 
there, it was an easy jump from Count 
Basie to Prince. 

“The idea being that those bands were 
playing popular music,” explains. 
“That’s been rap everything from 
Sex Mob to Spanish Fly: every jazz musi- 
cian from every era played popular songs 
of the day. But popular songs of the 1940s 
were ‘All the Things You Are,’ ‘Pennies 
from Heaven,’ ‘All Me.’ Everyone knew 
those songs that’s why jazz musicians 
played them. It’s not that they were jazz 
songs. They were pop songs. And jazz musi- 
cians played them in their style. I play the 

songs | like.” 

The MTO developed out of casual 
weekly midnight jam sessions at New 
York’s Tonic. “Since Tonic closed, which 
close two and half years ago, now 
we barely play in New York. From the 
heyday of the Knitting Factory through 
Tonic and year and half Mondays 
the Jazz Standard, I went from playing in 
New York City five times week play- 
ing maybe times year.” 

The changes have to do with the city 
and also with how Bernstein sees him- 
self. “I moved to New York in 1979. It was 
always a downtown scene. You didn’t get 
rich, but rent was cheap, and you got paid 
to play. Now, it’s 30 years later, New York 
is 10 times more expensive, and people 
are passing the hat at gigs.” He tends to 

avoid those clubs, even to hear friends. 
“I don’t want them to be able to say that 
a professional musician walked through 
their doors.” 

But in those 30 years, Bernstein has 
also developed a reputation, so there’s 
always work somewhere. As we talked, he 
was preparing a set of Sly Stone arrange- 
ments for the MTO play New York’s Riv- 
er to River Festival in a special Woodstock 
tribute, with guests like Bernie Worrell, 
Vernon Reid, and Martha Wainwright. 
And his long-term relationships with a 
vast network of musicians has offset that 
lack casual weekly gigs. “I’m really 
lucky with crazy commissions and gigs 
that keep happening. And get paid 
put music together.”

If your reaction to that last sentence is 
“So what?”, you don’t know much about 
*80s metal. While Anvil labored label-less, 
all around them the world rattled with one 
big-haired sensation after another. “I wasn’t 
bitter about it, Iwas more . . . disappointed 
that I wasn’t a part of what was going on.” 
That said, Lips maintains that becoming a 
huge metal hit was never his aim — that 
playing music, writing songs, and being 
creative with a team of friends was always a 
long-term goal, far more important than his 
name in lights. 

Which might explain things a bit. “My 
intention, right from the get-go, was to be an 
uncommercial commodity that would keep 
going for years and years. I know that that 
seems weird, but it occurred to me then that 
it’s better to make it, to find success, after 10 
albums than on your first album. I wanted 
longevity, even meant obscurity.” 

By now, Anvil have put out more than 10 
albums (2007's self-released This Is Thirteen 
being the most recent), and yet the success 
they’ve found the result film that, 
many ways, thrives on their doubts and de- 
feats.

Eighties’ UK synthpop — beloved for bathing personal 
sadness in the synthetic light of the available technol- 
ogy — was often disparaged by critics as content-free 
musical frosting. In fact, it embodied the tumult of its 
times. On their debut, UK ingénues La Roux tip their 
hat to the Vince Clarks and Neil Tennants of those 
times, but with a less polished and more desperate 
air, updating synthpop’s appeal for the present day. 
The duo’s demo-level beat-and-preset lack of sheen 
creates the effect of being smothered on a dance floor 
by clunky robots with a toe-stepping lack of subtlety. 
But close listening is what this record's all about. 
With her trademark “Tilda Swinton as Cate Blanchett 
in that Dylan fake bio-pic if it had been about Bowie 
or Annie Lennox instead of Dylan” redhead swoosh, 
singer-songwriter Elly Jackson elevates heartbreak to 
epic levels; the result is as baleful and forlorn as most 
dance pop is swishy and effervescent. Jackson's po’- 
faced delivery sets shimmering towers of heartache 
like “In for the Kill” and “Quicksand” amid unearthly 
vistas.

Hope Dies Last” features some nifty 
vocal syncopation, Molina freelanc- 
ing over some backing singers who 
are harmonizing on a hymnlike 
melody, and “O! Grace” climaxes 
with a saxophone solo. Otherwise 
you're just looking at a lot of honky- 
tonk piano and slide guitar.

fat or married, what events are happening 
around town, who broke up with whom, 
and who’s going on vacation? 

We need our online crutches, even as 
they slowly suck the life out of us.

©) Four decades of nostalgia, halluci- 
nogens, and box sets make us forget 
that the Woodstock Music & Art Fair didn’t 
descend from sky positive vibes and land 
softly atop field dancing hippies. took 
planning, improvising, drugs, good luck, 
bad luck, drugs again, and vision.

I think that’s because of the film. It came to 
places where people were still struggling for 
freedom in those days, and it was inspira- 
tional to them, as was the festival. So that’s 
gratifying piece it.
